Here in Alberta, a lawyer named Emily Murphy was 
appointed a police magistrate in 1916 and this started 
a court battle because The British North America Act 
said women were not legal “persons.” 

She won, but only as the law applied in Alberta. 

When Murphy’s name was put forward to Prime 
Minister Sir Robert Borden for a Senate appointment, 
he declined because she was not a “person.” 

She and four other Alberta women’s rights activists 
signed a petition to the Senate asking: “Does the word 
‘persons’ in Section 24, of The British North America 
Act, 1867, include female persons?" 

A court processes ensued to decide the matter. 

The four others were Irene Parlby, Louise McKinney, 
Nellie McClung and Henrietta Muir Edwards. 

With Emily Murphy, these women became The 
Famous Five when the Dominion of Canada’s highest 
court, the British Ihivy Council, made its landmark 
decision on Oct. 18, 1929. 

The Privy Council decision was that, "yes, women 
are persons ... and eligible to be summoned and may 
become Members of the Senate of Canada" 

Women have come a long way since to gain equal 
treatment as well as equal rights. 

The millennials are the first generation of women 
that take equal treatment as well as equal rights for 
granted. 

As they should.

Some stories are worth repeating. This is one. 

One hundred years ago, the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force was mired in the trenches of Europe while the 
French and Germans fought an epic battle at Verdun. 

In Turner Valley, William Stewart Heron was drilling 
up the first huge oil and gas field in Alberta and the 
flares lit the skies all the way to Calgary. 

Women rolled bandages and knit grey socks for the 
soldiers in Europe. 

And in one of those political Prairie fires in Manit oba 
Saskatchewan and Alberta the elected politicians, all 
men, made laws to grant the vote to women. 

Alberta’s Equal Suffrage Statutory Law Amendment 
was the first of many extraordinary political remedies 
in the province’s political history. 

The pilgrimage towards equal rights for women had 
just begun. 

Asian women, including sizeable Japanese, Hindu 
and Chinese populations, won the right to vote in fed¬ 
eral elections in 1948 and provincially in 1949. 

Equal voting rights for first Nations men and women 
(without giving up their treaty rights) was wit Wield 
until March 1960. 

It has taken time for equal voting rights to be 
extended to equal political participation.

Volunteer firefighters answer the call every day 

Where would you be without them? 


Chances are our towns, villages, farms 
and small cities could be burned to the 
ground without the dedicated efforts of 
a group of community members. Who 
are they? 

They are your neighbours, your 
friends, the local business owners, your 
husband, wife, sons or daughters. They 
have one thing in common—they are 
there to protect you when they answer 
the call—they are volunteer firefighters! 

“I signed up with Canmore Fire 
and Rescue six years ago,” says Jason 
Lyon. "I thought it was the right thing 
to do—1 believe in doing things for my 
community and my personality is that of 
a person who likes to get things done. 
1 also like the excitement—every call 1 
respond to is different.” 

Like all volunteer firefighters, Jason 
spends most of his time doing a regular 
job. He is the publisher of the Rocky 
Mountain Outlook newspaper that 
serves the communities of Canmore, 
Exshaw, Banff and Lake Louise. 

“I am fortunate that my employer, 
Great West Newspapers, supports my 
participation in the fire department. 
When a call comes in during work 
hours, I have to leave but 1 know the job 
of putting out the newspaper will get 
done." 

At first there was some concern of 
a potential conflict of a news person 
volunteering as a firefighter but Jason 
separates his role as newspaper publisher 
and firefighter. He does not involve 
himself in any newspaper reporting— 
his staff do that. “1 keep my mouth shut 
and let the professional reporters do the 
investigative reporting," he adds. 

He recalls responding to the southern 
Alberta floods of 2013. “It was a major 
disaster and 1 had to be on the front 
lines. The staff at the Outlook responded 
by being the professionals they are and 
did the reporting and got the newspaper 
out.” 

"When I go on a call my family goes 
on a call,” adds Jason. Being a volunteer 
firefighter requires strong family support 
and commitment. “Most often calls 
seem to come in during the evenings 
and at night. I may be watching a movie 
or playing soccer with my two kids and 
suddenly 1 am called away. My family 
has to support that and they do.” 

Commitment is necessary. The fire¬ 
fighters in Canmore train for three hours 
every week. Jason has also volunteered 
for the special operations team—ice, 
rope, and swift water rescue—which 
takes another evening each month. 
He responds to about 1(X) calls each 
year—that averages one call every three 
days while the Canmore Department 
responds to over 6(X). The Canmore 
department assists in the area from 
Deadman Flats to the Banff Park area as 
well as Kananaskis and Spray Lakes. 

Peter Krich, Camrose Fire Chief and 
President of the Alberta Fire Chiefs 
Association, says that Jason is just the 
kind of individual that makes our com¬ 
munities safe. Peter has been leading the 
recruitment program of the AFCA for 
the past several years. "Almost every fire

It 
has been an overwhelming success and 
has been adopted nationally by the 
Canadian Association of Fire Chiefs,” 
exclaims Peter. 

There are approximately 13,000 
firefighters in Alberta. Of those about 
11,(XX) are volunteers. The remaining 
are fully paid full-time firefighters 
usually working in the bigger cities. 
There are volunteers from 16 years of 
age (junior firefighters) to the renowned 
94-year old Walter Thomas who began 
his volunteer firefighter career in 1947 
(he no longer fights fires but serves as

the historian for the Fort Saskatchewan 
Department). 

“Without the 11,000 volunteers, our 
small and rural communities would be 
in severe difficulty in dealing with fires.

RCMP are urging motorists 
to drive carefully, because 
traditionally, the rate of fatal 
collisions involving alcohol 
skyrockets during spring and 
summer. 

In a recent news release. 
Olds RCMP said so far this 
year, they’ve investigated 21 
incidents involving impaired 
operation of a motor vehicle. 
Of those 21 investigations, 11 
resulted in charges. 

Following are details of 
impaired driving incidents 
dealt with by Olds RCMP dur¬ 
ing the first couple of weeks 
of April. 

On April 13, Olds RCMP 
and Alberta sheriffs attended 
a single-vehicle collision on 
Highway 587 west of Bowden. 

“Witnesses said the grey SUV 
had come to rest in the south 
ditch after having gone in and 
out of the ditch several times,” 
police say. 

The female driver was 
arrested immediately for 
impaired operation of a motor 
vehicle. She was brought to the 
Olds RCMP detachment to pro¬ 
vide samples of her breath. 

“The results of the tests 
were four times the limit of 80 
milligrams (mg) of alcohol in 
100 millilitres (ml) of blood,” 
RCMP say. 

Jenny Mosely of Mountain 
View County was charged with 
impaired operation, impaired 
care or control over 80 and 
dangerous operation of a motor 
vehicle. 

She is scheduled to make 
her first appearance regarding 
those charges on May 16 in 
Didsbury provincial court. 


On April 9, police were trav¬ 
elling on 46 Street when they 
saw a vehicle taking up two 
lanes of traffic. 

A traffic stop was conducted 
and the driver was arrested for 
impaired operation of a motor 
vehicle. 

He was taken to the RCMP 
detachment to supply sam¬ 
ples of his breath. The results 
showed the driver to be over 
80 mg of alcohol in 100 ml of 
blood. 

A 43-year-old male Olds resi¬ 
dent is charged with impaired 
operation of a motor vehicle 
and impaired operation of a 
motor vehicle while over 80 
under the Criminal Code. 

At the time a release on the 
incident was issued, police 
said they could not release the 
name of the driver, pending the 
swearing of documents on the 
matter. 

The suspect is due to make 
his first appearance on these 
charges May 16 at provincial 
court in Didsbury. 

On April 5, police attended 
the Mountain View Plaza park¬ 
ing lot for a male reportedly 
drinking beer in his vehicle. 

Police demanded the driv¬ 
er provide samples into an 
approved screening device. The 
driver, Kevin Hehr of Mountain 
View County, failed to do so, 
RCMP allege. 

As a result, he’s charged with 
failing to provide samples of 
his breath into an approved 
screening device. 

He is also charged with trans¬ 
porting liquor in a vehicle with¬ 
in access of an occupant under 
the Gaming and Liquor Act. 

His first appearance on those 
charges is set for May 9 in 
Didsbury provincial court.
